MEASLES 


There  v;ere  l82  cases  of  measles  reported  during  the  year.  It  is  disap¬ 
pointing  to  see  such  a  large  increase  in  notified  measles.  Last  year  the  total 
notification  were  23.  Measles  vaccine  is  being  extensively  used  in  the 
district  and  each  year  the  pool  of  susceptible  younger  children  is  diminished. 

INFECTIVE  JAUNDICE 

This  is  an  improyement  on  the  29  cases  notified  in  1969*  Good  standards  of 
personal  hygiene  are  essential  in  controlling  the  disease.  The  incubation  period 
is  long  and  this  makes  the  disease  difficult  to  trace. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 


There  were  six  notified  cases  in  all.  Scarlet  fever  is  usually  not  a  severe 
infection  nowadays. 

OTHER  DISEASES. 


There  v/as  one  case  each  notified  for  Food  Poisoning  and  Sonne  Dysentery, 

Two  cases  of  l.Ticoping  Cough  occurred,  neither  in  infants.  The  vast  majority  of 
children  in  the  area  are  immunised  against  T/hooping  Cough.

The  follov/ing  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Circular 
1/71  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

During  the  year  the  Council  completed  8  houses  whereas  private 
builders  completed  83.  Figutes  show  that  in  the  past  25  years  for  almost 
every  Council  house  built  in  Penrith,  a  private  di/elling  has  been  built. 

Improvement  of  old  houses  v;ith  Grant  Aid  shows  a  slight  decline  on 
the  previous  year  but  increased  financial  aid  may  see  a  big  increase  in 
applications  for  the  nev/  grant  in  the  coming  year. 

Slum  Clearance  has  not  been  very  encouraging  during  the  year.  Slum 
Clearance  has  to  be  geared  to  the  Council  house  building  programme^so  v/hen 
the  building  of  nev/  houses  sloi^s  dov/n  so  the  Slum  Clearance  slov/s  dov/n. 

Meat  inspection  figures  sho\/  an  increase  on  last  year.  The  v/ork  of 
meat  inspection  is  shared  between  Mr.  MacLellan  and  Mr.  Slater  and  I  am 
grateful  to  them  for  carrying  out  this  task  so  efficiently.

COiiliON  LODGING  HOUSES. 


There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  Penrith. 

RENTS  ACT  1937. 

There  were  no  applications  made  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

No  improvements  have  yet  been  made  to  the  Council's  disposal  works 
situated  at  Brougham  in  V/estraorland.  Ho\;ever,  plans  are  in  hand  to 
modernise  and  extend  the  works  v/ith  a  view  to  accommodating  the  sewage  from 
Eamont  Bridge,  'Westmorland  and  the  possible  future  development  in  Penrith. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISF0S;JL, 


Domestic  refuse  is  collected  once  per  v/eek.  Two  vehicles  are  employed 
along  with  eight  men.  Bins  or  sacks  are  lifted  from  each  dv/elling  and  the 
empty  bin  or  new  sack  is  then  returned  to  the  dwelling. 

The  refuse  tip  at  Redhills  was  filled  to  capacity  early  in  the  year 
and  a  temporary  tip  was  obtained  at  Clifton  in  Westmorland,  The  size  of 
the  tip  will  only  accommodate  the  to\i/n's  refuse  for  approximately  l8  qjonths. 

The  ever  increasing  use  of  pre-packed  goods  creates  a  greater  refuse 
disposal  problem  year  by  year  and  with  fewer  "open  fires"  to  barn  some  of 
the  domestic  rubbish,  the  problem  is  not  likely  to  improve  in  the  years  ahead. 

L^ATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Eden  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  supplying  Penrith  v/ith  its 
domestic  \/ater.  The  satisfactory  state  of  this  can  be  judged  from  the 
following  information  given  by  Mr.  J.  Yerkess,  the  Water  Board's  Engineer 
and  Manager.

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OFi'ENSIVE  TRADES. 


There  is  only  one  licenced  offensive  trade  in  Penrith.  This  is  the 
V/ildriggs  Bone  and  Chemical  Company  which  for  many  years  has  made  its 
presence  known  to  the  residents  of  the  town  by  emitting  from  time  to  time 
odours  of  a  very  unpleasant  nature.  However,  this  year  the  firm  can  take 
pride  in  having  eliminated  95%  of  the  odours  discharged  into  the  atmosphere. 
This  has  been  accomplished  by  a  complete  new  plant  to  collect,  v/ash  and 
condense  all  obnoxious  fumes  given  off  in  the  process  of  the  trade.  The 
remaining  5%  will  be  eliminated  as  soon  as  new  hoods  etc.,  can  be  fitted 
over  the  loading  hoppers. 

It  is  a  happy  coincidence  that  this  achievement  has  been  possible  in 
"The  European  Conservation  Year  1970". 

THE  SLAUGHTERHOUSES  (HYGIENE)  REGULATIONS. 


There  are  two  slaughterhouses  in  Penrith.  The  larger  of  the  two  is 
the  Public  Abattoir  v;hich  is  owned  and  operated  by  the  Council.  The 
second  slaughterhouse  is  privately  owned. 

The  Public  Abattoir  caters  for  the  needs  of  all  the  town's  butchers 
and  several  country  butchers. 

The  private  slaughterhouse  is  operated  by  its  owner  Mr.  F.  Jackson. 

Mr.  Jackson  supplies  meat  wholesale  to  manufacturers  and  canners.  jC"  very- 
high  percentage  of  the  stock  killed  at  the  private  slaughterhouse  is 
"casualty"  stock  collected  from  a  wide  area  including  Cumberland,  Westmor¬ 
land,  parts  of  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  and  counties  north  of  the  Border. 

Because  of  the  nature  of  the  business  carried  on  at  this  slaughterhouse, 
much  greater  vigilance  is  necessary  n^ith  regard  to  meat  inspection  than  in 
normal  slaughterhouses.  The  table  on  page  21  illustrates  this  fact. 

POULTRY  INSPECTION. 


There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  in  the  district.

There  are  no  egg  pasteurisation  plants  in  the  district. 
THE  MILI^  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  REGULATIONS  I96O/63  (AMENDED)  . 


Ninety-five  percent  of  the  milk  retailed  in  Penrith  is  now  pasteurised. 
No  untreated  milk  is  supplied  to  the  schools.  The  follov/ing  table  shows 
the  results  of  samples  taken  in  1970.

Forty-four 
premises  are  registered  to  sell  ice  cream.  li-zo  samples  of  the  Heat 
Treated  ice  cream  were  examined  and  both  found  satisfactory,

(iii)  The  number  of  visits  made  in  connection  with  premises  registered 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  are  included  in  the  summary  of 
inspections. 

(iv)  No  formal  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year. 

(v)  Diseased  meat  and  offal  from  the  Public  Abattoir  is  collected  and 
sterilised  by  the  V/ildriggs  Bone  &  Chemical  Co.  Ltd.  Offal  and 
waste  material  from  the  Private  Slaughterhouse^^is  also  dealt  with 
by  Messrs.  V/ildriggs.  Diseased  meat  from  the  Private  Slaughter¬ 
house  is  transported  in  a  sealed  vehicle  to  Rochdale,  Lancashire 
where  it  is  processed  into  animal  food.  The  premises  at  Rochdale 
are  licensed  by  the  Local  Authority. 

(vi)  Bulk  food  examination 

No  examination  of  bulk  food  was  necessary  but  there  was  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  individual  complaints  regarding  pre-packed  or 
wrapped  foods.  From  these  incidents  it  is  apparent  that  a  more 
satisfactory  ’coding  and  dating'  system  is  desirable  to  safeguard 
the  interests  of  the  retailer  and  the  purchaser. 

(vii)  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment  etc)  Regulations,  1947/1959/1963) 

There -is  only  1  producer  of  ice  cream  who  uses  the  Heat  Treatment 
method.  One  other  producer  manufactures  the  "Cold  Mix"  ice 
cream. 

(viii)  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1935/56 

Premises  are  visited  from  time  to  time  during  the  year,  Penrith 
has  no  large  hotel  but  has  several  well  appointed  private  hotels 
and  guesthouses.  Advice  is  given  v/hen  requested  to  food  traders 
and  handlers.  Food  handlers  are  encouraged  to  enter  into 
discussions  etc.,  when  routine  visits  are  made.  A  happy  rela¬ 
tionship  exists  with  all  personnel  in  the  food  industry. 
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r£AT  INSPECTION. 


An  unusual  request  was  made  during  the  year  by  the  Cumbria  Police 
Force . 


I  was  asked  to  assist  the  Police  with  their  enquiries  regarding 
six  sides  of  prime  beef  found  on  the  roadside  of  the  A. 6  near  Shap 
in  V7estmorland.  I  v;as  able  to  identify  the  six  sides  of  beef  as  Irish, 
imported  within  48  hours  and  from  a  certain  abattoir  in  Dublin. 

The  meat  had  been  dumped  off  a  meat  container  wqgon  travelling 
betv/een  Ireland  and  this  country. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  by  the  Police.
